Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  iny  fifth  Annual  Report,  which  deals 
with  the  year  1912. 

The  estimated  population  of  the  county  for  Elementary  Education 
purposes  (that  is  the  Administrative  County,  excluding  the  iNfunicipal 
Boroughs  of  iManslield,  Newark,  and  Retford)  amounted  in  the  middle  of 
the  year  1912,  to  about  280,000. 

The  area  is  507,885  acres,  or  798^  square  miles. 

The  number  of  schools  was  2  IS,  including  821  separate  dc])artments. 

The  average  number  of  children  upon  the  books  during  the  year 
was  48,128,  and  the  average  attendance  about  18,H24. 


The  Staff  consists,  in  addition  to  myself,  of  - 

Dr.  T.  E.  Holmes 
Dr.  Rose  Hudson 

and  five  Nurses,  namely,  i\Iiss  \Mitkins,  C’hief  School 
iMiss  Collier,  Miss  Simmons  and  iMiss  Haylock.

During  the  year  Aliss  Parmiter  left  for  domestic  reasons,  after 
several  years  most  zealous  work.  Her  influence  and  example  will  be 
much  missed.  Miss  Watkins  was  promoted  to  be  Chief  School  Nurse  in 
her  place.  Miss  Karstadt  left  on  receiving  another  appointment.  Aliss 
Simmons  and  Miss  Haylock  have  been  elected  to  fill  the  vacancies  thus 
created. 
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The  clerical  work  is  done  by  two  typists,  avIio  give  part  of  their 
time  to  the  Health  Department,  and  receive  a  full  equivalent  in  assistance 
from  the  Head  Clerk  of  the  Health  Department. 

The  health  of  the  staff*  has  been  good  on  the  whole,  and  little  time 
has  been  lost  from  illness. 

Although  the  staff  remains  the  same,  there  has  been  an  increase  of 
work  in  all  directions,  except  in  the  number  of  children  inspected,  and 
the  efficiency  of  the  Avork  is  steadily  being  raised. 

The  folloAving  figures  shoAV  the  number  of  children  completely 
examined  in  each  of  the  past  five  years ; —

This  shoAvs  a  falling  off*  of  1582  children  medically  inspected  during 
1912,  compared  Avith  the  year  1911.  The  reason  of  this  diminution  is 
that  more  than  three-fifths  of  the  time  of  the  Senior  Medical  Inspector, 
Dr.  Holmes,  has  been  occupied  during  the  past  year  in  making  a  detailed 
examination  of  children  Avith  defective  sight,  and  prescribing  spectacles 
AA’'here  necessary.  In  this  Avay  907  children  have  been  specially  examined  ; 
681  Avere  found  to  I'equire  spectacles,  and  226  did  not  require  them.  Of 
the  681,  as  many  as  526  had  obtained  their  spectacles  by  the  end  of 
the  year,  and  155  had  failed  to  obtain  them.  At  the  time  of  Avriting 
about  50  of  the  155  haA^e  noAv  been  supplied  Avith  glasses,  leaving  105 
or  about  15‘4  per  cent,  of  failures. 

In  former  years  children  Avho  Avere  found  to  have  defectiA’e  vision 
Avere  recommended  to  consult  an  oculist  for  further  advice,  and  in  many 
cases  Avere  able  to  obtain  recommendations  to  diff*erent  hospitals  for  this 
purpose.  In  a  good  many  cases,  hoAvever,  no  specialist  advice  was  obtained, 
and  the  matter  became  still  more  urgent  OAAung  to  the  Eye  Infirmary 
in  Nottingham  haAung  found  itself  unable  any  longer  to  treat  school 
cases.  The  Committee  thereupon  decided  to  provide  directly  for  a  more 
detailed  examination  of  the  eves  in  those  cases  Avhich  Avere  found  at  the

routine  inspection  to  require  it. 
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A  detailed  account  of  the  special  eye  work  is  given  by  Dr.  Holmes 
on  pages  28-29.  From  this  it  may  readily  be  judged  not  only  that  a  large 
amount  of  work  has  been  done,  but  that  the  standard  of  efficiency  reached 
is  a  high  one.  The  number  of  children  examined  for  spectacles,  especially 
at  the  smaller  centres,  would  have  been  very  much  smaller  had  not  Dr. 
Holmes  been  enabled  to  make  use  of  his  motor  car,  which  alone  made 
possible  so  much  work  in  thinly  populated  districts. 

The  parents  greatly  appreciate  this  branch  of  IMedical  Inspection. 
Its  popularity,  as  well  as  its  usefulness,  is  rapidly  increasing. 

The  cost  of  the  spectacles,  and  of  repairs,  is  provided  by  the  parents  ; 
but  is  generally  collected  by  the  teachers  and  remitted  to  Messrs.  Rowley 
through  this  department,  entailing  a  good  deal  of  clerical  work  and 
supervision.  This  arrangement  has  been  found  to  be  necessary  to  ensure 
efficiency. 

(If  the  9,458  children  medically  inspected,  <S91  or  9’4  per  cent,  were 
found  to  be  in  immediate  need  of  treatment.  This  number  does  not 
include  any  except  the  more  serious  dental  cases,  as  it  is  found  that  in 
the  absence  of  a  specially  appointed  dentist,  parents  disregard  recom¬ 
mendations  for  “stopping”  or  conservative  treatment. 

All  the  cases  have  been  followed  up  by  the  subsequent  visits  of  one 
of  the  School  Nurses,  and  it  has  been  ascertained  that  563  or  63*1  per 
cent,  succeeded  in  obtaining  treatment.  In  the  three  immediately  preced¬ 
ing  years,  the  proportions  were  41-3,  45-9  and  34'6.  The  increased 
proportion  in  1912  is  most  satisfactory,  and  is  chiefly  due  to  the  large 
number  of  eye  cases  under  the  newly  adopted  system. 

The  Care  Committees,  which  were  formed  in  the  latter  half  of  the 
year  1911,  have  been  increased  in  number,  and  this  year  a  new  method 
has  been  adopted  of  sending  to  tliem  the  names  of  all  children  needing 
treatment.  This  will  tend  to  save  the  time  of  tlie  Scliool  Nurses  in  the 
matter  of  “following  up.” 

The  interest  of  the  parents  in  the  Medical  Inspection  of  their  children 
is  a  growing  one,  and  has  already  reached  a  high  pitch  in  this  county, 
as  shewn  by  the  following  figures. 

In  the  year  1912  a  parent  or  relative  was  present  at  the  inspection 
in  54’5  per  cent,  of  the  children  inspected. 

In  1911  in  51*2  per  cent. 

In  1910  in  50*0  per  cent. 
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In  1909  in  49'9  per  cent. 

In  1908  in  88' I  per  cent. 

This  is  one  of  the  most  valuahle  features  of  the  inspection,  since 
advice  personally  given  is  much  more  valuable  and  acceptable  than  a 
formal  written  document. 

Very  few  of  the  weighing  machines  have  needed  repair  during  the 
year.  A  circular  letter  has  been  sent  to  the  Head  Teachers  recommending 
the  periodical  weighing  of  all  children  by  the  teaching  staff. 

The  following  extract  from  the  Head  Teacher’s  (juarteidy  report  of 
the  Clarborough  Council  Scdiool  clearly  shows  that  such  a  procedure  can 
be  readily  carried  out,  and  that  it  may  be  made  most  useful  and  instruc¬ 
tive. 


It  has  been  mv  custom  to  weigh  the  children  month! v,  and  the 
chief  points  I  have  noticed  are  ”  : — 

1.  “That  the  increase  of  weight  is  greatest  during  holidays. 


2.  That  the  avei'age  gain  in  weight  per  month  is  smallest  in  the  Infants’ 
Division  and  highest  in  tlie  First  Division.  The  infants  gaining  on 
an  average  T  lb.  per  month,  and  children  from  11  to  14  about  2  lbs.

The  healtliy  children  show  a  regular  inci’ease  in  weight  every  month, 
but  ill  healtli  affects  tlie  weight  of  a  cliild  adversely.” 


The  attempt  by  means  of  the  School  Nurses  to  deal  with  the  preva¬ 
lence  of  vermin  in  the  liair,  and  to  a  lesser  extent  in  the  clothing  of 
the  children,  is  making  progress,  as  shewn  in  Dr.  Holmes’s  Report  on 
pages  19-20.  The  trouble  is  mainly  with  the  girls,  on  account  of  their  long 
hail'.  The  number  of  girls  whose  hair  was  examined  by  the  Nurses  was 
20,9C)2,  and  of  these,  47'o  per  cent,  shewed  evidence  of  vermin,  compared 
with  58'G  per  cent,  in  1911,  and  00-8  pi'r  cent,  in  1910.  This  is  a  very 
considerable  improvement;  but  a  reference  to  page  19  will  shew  that  the 
real  improvement  is  greater  than  these  ffgui'es  indicate.  It  is  necessary 
to  count  all  the  cases  ;  but  the  proportion  of  bad  cases  is  now  compara¬ 
tively  small,  and  the  proportion  of  very  slight  cases  shewing  only  a  few 
“  nits  ”  is  very  large. 

Of  the  4,686  boys  that  were  examined,  only  6'75  per  cent,  shewed 
traces  of  vermin  in  the  hair. 

Vermin  were  found  in  the  clothing  of  159  children  out  of  581 
specially  examined. 


In  the  L'Gcont*  lectures  on  “  Insect  Porters  of  Pficterial  Infection”  delivered 
by  C.  <1.  i\birtin,  D.Sc.,  IMPS.,  Director  of  the  Lister  Institute,  before 
the  Royal  College  of  Physicians,  it  has  been  shewn  that  lice  are  an 
active  cause  of  disease.  Py  feeding  on  the  blood  of  their  hosts  they 
tend  to  cause  ainemia.  They  also  disturb  the  proper  rest  of  children; 
and,  in  bad  cases,  induce  troublesome  skin  affections  (Eczema  and  Im¬ 
petigo).  But  beyond  lliis  they  have  heen  shewn  to  be  capable  of  conveying 
such  a  serious  disease  as  Typhus  Fever.  Whether  any  more  common 
diseases  are  conveyed  by  them  is  not  yet  known.  There  is  ample  ground, 
therefore,  for  appealing  for  the  assistance  of  all  Public  Authorities  in 
diminishing  this  plague.  The  cleansing  of  the  children  most  extensively 
affected,  the  free  use  of  steam  disinfecting  stoves  for  infected  bedding 
and  clothing,  and  the  more  adequate  cleansing  of  dirty  houses  are  all 
urgently  needed. 


The  number  of  delicate  children  who  are  fullv  examined  whenever 
the  school  is  visited,  amounted  to  neaily  1,000.  This  is  one  of  the  most 
valuable  features  of  Medical  Inspection,  luit  it  occupies  a  good  deal  of 
time. 


There  is  nothing  fresh  to  record  in  regard  to  the  treatment  of 
defective  teeth,  except  that  in  one  Rural  School  a  small  charitable 
endowment  is  being  used  to  provide  the  services  of  a  Dentist  for  a  portion 
of  the  cliildren.  The  need  of  adequate  dental  treatment  remains  as  great 
as  ever. 

In  connection  whth  the  issue  of  “  Total  Exemption  Certificates  ”  the 
names  of  o,059  applicants  have  been  referred  to  this  Department  to 
ascertain  wTiether  the  results  of  the  Medical  Inspection  would  assist  the 
Committee  in  their  decisioii,  or  wnuld  be  of  use  to  the  applicants  or 
their  parents  in  deciding  upon  a  career. 

All  intending  teachers  have  been  Medically  Itxamined  in  this  county 
for  the  last  seven  years.  In  the  year  1912,  tlie  number  examined  was 
181  ;  namely,  18G  girls  and  45  boys.  1  have  examined  a  small  number, 
but  the  large  majority  have  been  examined  by  Dr.  Rose  Hudson  whose 
excellent  report  appears  on  pages  82-87. 

The  Schools  and  Departments  which  have  been  closed  on  Medical 
advice  are  shown  on  tlie  accompanying  table,  which  also  gBx.'s  the  period 
for  which  they  have  heen  closed  as  well  as  the  cause  which  has  rendered

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closure  necessary.  Most  of  the  schools  have  been  closed  on  the  personal 
advice  of  the  Chief  School  Medical  Officer,  given  in  co-operation  with 
the  ^ledical  Officers  of  Health  of  the  various  Urban  and  Rural  Districts. 
In  many  instances,  it  would  have  been  preferable  to  close  a  class  or  an 
infant  division  at  an  earlier  stage,  instead  of  waiting  for  the  more  drastic 
remedy  of  closing  the  whole  school,  had  not  class  closure  involved  loss 
of  grant  by  lowering  the  attendance. 

There  is  nothing  fresh  to  report  in  connection  with  School  Hygiene 
or  School  Sanitation. 


No  arrangements  for  open-air  schools  have  been  contemplated  ;  but 
recent  developments  in  connection  with  the  treatment  and  prevention  of 
tuberculosis  may  promote  the  re-consideration  of  this  subject. 

Since  November,  1908,  all  newly  appointed  caretakers,  with  wages  of 
10  -  per  week  and  upwards,  are  required  to  pass  a  medical  examination 
before  the  appointment  is  confirmed.  Seven  caretakers  were  examined. 
And  further,  all  newly  appointed  attendance  officers,  clerks  and  school 
nurses  are  required  to  pass  a  similiar  medical  examination.  Four  clerks 
and  three  school  nurses  were  examined. 

In  addition,  four  deaf  cliildren  and  four  blind  children  were  examined 
and  sent  to  suitable  Institutions.  Six  children  were  examined  and  sent 
to  Industrial  Schools,  and  two  boys  were  examined  for  the  Royal  Navy. 

In  connection  with  the  Red  Cross  Society,  Dr.  Holmes  has  examined 
14  different  Sick  Nursing  Classes  and  passed  229  candidates  out  of  246,  and 
signed  their  certificates.  This  work  has  been  chiefly  done  in  the  evening. 


I  mally,  as  regards  future  work,  an  attempt  is  being  made  this  year 
to  avoid  the  serious  leaka<ife  of  “leavers”  wdiich  has  been  unavoidable  in

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This  shows  that  nearl}^  half  the  “leavers”  are  missed.  Tt  is  unnecessary 
to  repeat  the  reasons  for  this  leakage.  It  is  lioped  that  by  examining 
as  “leavers”  “all  children  who  will  attain  their  twelfth  birthday  during 
the  year  191 B,”  that  is,  all  children  born  in  the  year  1901,  it  will  not 
be  possible  for  any  child,  with  rare  exceptions,  to  have  finally  left  school 
without  being  Medically  Inspected  as  a  “  leavei-.”  Should  this  fresh  plan 
result  in  from  1,500  to  2,000  additional  “leavers”  coming  under  exam¬ 
ination  it  remains  to  be  seen  whelhor  the  present  medical  staff  will  suffice. 
As  they  are  already  working  at  high  pressure  it  probably  will  not. 

1  again  desire  to  acknowledge  in  the  fullest  possible  wny  the  very 
cordial  and  often  most  zealous  co-operation  of  the  teachers,  upon  w^hich 
the  success  of  Medical  Inspection  so  greatly  depends.

The  Medical  Inspection  has  been  carried  out  during  1912  on  precisely 
similar  lines  to  previous  years.  As  mentioned  in  the  report  for  1911,  a 
large  and  serious  undertaking  has  been  launched,  viz.,  the  more  detailed 
examination  of  children  with  defective  sight ;  this  is  solely  responsible 
for  the  decrease  in  the  number  of  children  inspected. 

Interest  in  the  examination  on  the  part  both  of  teachers  and  parents 
has  been  well  maintained  during  the  year.  The  teachers  throughout  the 
county  have  invariably  given  their  willing  and  hearty  support  in  every 
possible  way.  It  is  perhaps  not  universally  known  that  the  presence  of 
the  Head  Teacher  in  the  room  where  the  Medical  Inspection  is  being 
carried  on  is  exceedingly  helpful.  The  parents  have  been  present  in 
much  the  same  number  as  in  the  previous  year,  viz.,  50’4  per  cent,  of 
the  boys  examined  and  58-6  per  cent,  of  the  girls. 

There  has  been  a  large  increase  in  the  total  number  of  treated  cases. 
Out  of  891  cases  notified,  588  (65-9  per  cent.)  have  obtained  advice. 
This  increase  is  due  to  the  large  number  of  eye  cases  that  have  been 
examined  at  the  various  centres,  and  have  obtained  spectacles.  The 
increase  might  indeed  have  been  still  greater,  but  it  has  not  been  possible 
with  the  present  staff  to  examine  the  eyesight  of  all  the  children  medically 
inspected  at  the  time  of  writing  this  report.  The  number  of  other  cases, 
excluding  defective  eyesight,  that  were  notified  amounted  to  318 ;  of  these, 
134  obtained  advice,  amounting  to  42T  per  cent.  The  following  table 
gives  the  total  number  of  treated  cases  for  the  last  four  years.

The  School  Nurses  have  followed  up  all  the  cases  advised  to  obtain 
treatment  within  as  short  a  time  as  possible  after  the  inspection,  and 
have  paid  2,006  home  visits  for  this  purpose.  It  is  probable  in  the  near 
future  that  some  of  this  work  may  be  effectively  accomplished  by  local 
Care  Committees,  especially  in  the  rural  areas.  In  addition,  1S2  home 
visits  have  been  paid  by  the  School  Nurses  for  such  troubles  as  discharg¬ 
ing  ears,  impetigo,  etc.  These  cases  have  been  found  by  the  nurses  when 
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visiting  the  schools  in  the  intervals  between  the  formal  Medical  Inspections. 
Fortunately,  there  has  recently  been  a  renewed  activity  in  the  formation 
of  Care  Committees  throughout  the  county,  and  in  the  following  districts 
they  have  already  been  established.

The  extent  to  which  the  school  arrangements  have  been  disturbed 
has  not  materially  altered.  In  the  single  roomed  schools  teaching  has 
necessarily  ceased,  in  the  two  roomed  schools  the  infant  room  is  usually 
used ;  the  infants  on  these  occasions  have  been  accommodated  in  the 
larger  room  or  taught  in  the  open  air  where  possible.  In  the  larger 
schools,  one  of  the  smaller  class  rooms  or  the  Head  Teacher’s  private  room 
has  been  used.  The  latter,  in  many  cases  is,  however,  very  small  and 
quite  unfitted  for  the  purposes  of  a  medical  examination. 

The  Board  of  Education  require  : —

The  children  selected  for  examination  have  included  : —

end  of  the  code  year. 

(b)  Specials,  i.e.,  children  mentally  or  physically  unfit. 

’Ihe  tables  showing  the  incidence  of  infectious  disease  are  given 
since  the  commencement  of  medical  inspection  in  this  county.  Another 
year’s  figures  fully  bear  out  Avhat  has  been  said  in  previous  reports.

The  system  of  keeping  a  list  of  children  considered  specially  delicate 
by  the  School  Medical  Ofticers  has  been  continued,  and  these  children 
are  examined  whenever  the  school  at  wdiich  they  attend  is  medically 
inspected.  The  School  Attendance  Ohicers  are  supplied  with  the  names 
of  delicate  children  in  their  respective  districts  through  the  Education 
Department,  and  this  information  has  been  found  very  useful  to  them. 
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The  cases  of  defective  vision  and  the  delicate  children  are  the  only  ones 
referred  for  subsequent  examination.  There  has  again  been  an  increase 
in  the  number  of  directions  issued  to  parents  for  the  treatment  of  defects 
in  their  children,  largely  accounted  for  by  an  increased  number  of  eye 
cases  attended  to,  and  the  fact  that  more  children  were  found  to  be 
suffering  from  enlarged  tonsils  and  adenoids. 

Cards  of  instructions  for  cleansing  the  hair  were  sent  by  the  nurses 
to  4,903  parents,  the  largest  number  that  has  yet  been  distributed.  No 
record  has  been  kept  of  a  much  smaller  number  which  the  Head  Teachers 
have  issued. 

The  time  occupied  by  inspection  has  not  materially  altered. 

The  Board  require  : — 

“N  general  revieiv  of  the  facts  disclosed  hy  medical  inspection, 
'‘'■wider  the  headings  contained  in  the  Schedule,  Oircular  582, 
“  including  tables  showing  the  height  and.  weight  of  children 
"  inspected  {according  to  age  at  date  of  inspection,  and  sex).'" 

During  the  year,  508  children  have  been  absent  from  all  causes, 
rather  a  larger  percentage  than  in  previous  years,  but  the  proportion  of 
objections  to  the  total  number  of  children  examined,  remains  much  the 
same,  0-45  per  cent. 

The  clothing  and  footgear  have  been  classified  as  in  former  years, 
namely,  good,  fair  or  average,  below  average,  insufficient.  The  percentage 
of  boys  with  insufficient  or  dirty  clothing  was  0-83,  and  of  girls,  0-35, 
rather  higher  figures  than  in  1911.  The  footgear  was  insufficient  in 
1-11  per  cent,  of  the  boys  and  0‘71  per  cent,  of  the  girls.  Enquiries 
are  generally  made  of  the  teachers  as  to  whether  the  condition  of  clothing 
and  footgear  at  the  time  of  the  inspection  is  a  usual  one,  so  that  the 
above  figures  are  as  nearly  correct  as  possible.  IMany  of  the  younger 
children  still  have  an  excessive  amount  of  clothing. 

The  spring  balance  weighing  machines  have  proved  quite  satisfactory, 
and  only  a  few  have  been  out  of  repair.  It  is  again  necessary  to  point 
out  that  in  many  instances  the  machines  are  in  a  very  dirty  state  when 
required  for  use,  particularly  in  the  smaller  schools,  where  they  are 
apparently  not  used  more  than  once  during  the  year. 

The  accompanying  tables  give  the  height  and  weight  of  all  the 
children  medically  examined.

As  regards  nutrition,  8*58  per  cent,  of  the  boys  and  3*97  per  cent, 
of  the  girls  have  been  noted  as  below  average.  These  figures  do  not 
refer  to  the  whole  school,  but  only  to  the  children  medically  inspected, 
so  that  they  probably  over  estimate  the  true  proportions  in  the  school 
population. 

Ifc  is  gratifying  to  record  that  another  year’s 
work  has  improved  the  vermilions  condition  found  amongst  school  children 
to  an  appreciable  extent,  not  so  great  as  one  would  like  to  see,  but 
nevertheless  real.  The  accompanying  statistics  show  that  the  improve¬ 
ment  is  essentially  one  of  degree.  The  number  of  inspections  of  girls’ 
hair  have  totalled  80,798  (including  many  thousands  of  re-examinations) 
as  against  88,5(38  during  1911.  The  decrease  in  inspections  was  due  to 
the  fact  that  three-fifths  of  one  Nurse’s  time  has  been  occupied  entii’ely 
with  eye  work,  and  some  smaller  proportion  of  the  other  Nurse’s  time 
also  (see  report  on  eye  work,  pages  28-29).  The  proportion  found  verminous 
was  47*8  per  cent.,  compared  with  58*6  per  cent,  in  1911.  The  number 
of  girls  who  were  excluded  foi'  pediculosis  of  the  hair  during  1912,  was 
825  (51  of  these  were  re-exclusions)  a  little  more  than  half  the  number 
of  the  previous  year.  The  School  Nurses  have  found  that  exclusions 
from  school  are  not  efficacious,  and  that  home  visiting  and  warning 
the  parents  produce  much  better  results.  Unfortunately,  with  the  present 
staff  of  Nurses,  it  is  quite  impossible  to  follow  up  these  cases  as  much 
as  is  necessary,  and  onlv  tlie  homes  of  the  more  seriously  affected  children 
are  \isited.  A  record  is  kept  in  all  the  schools  where  girls  attend,  ot 
the  condition  of  every  giiTs  hair,  and  this  record  is  referred  to  and 
corrected  at  each  visit  of  the  School  Nurse.  By  a  recent  decision  of  the 
Education  Coinmitttee,  the  Managers  now  have  access  to  these  records. 
Much  time  and  trouble  have  been  expended  by  the  School  Nurses  over 
this  disagreeable  duty,  both  by  repeated  examinations  in  the  schools  and 
many  home  visits,  and  although  the  figures  previously  quoted  show  that  a 
little  less  than  half  the  girls  attending  school  have  nits  in  their  hair,  quite 
an  appreciable  number  have  so  few  that  they  can  hardly  be  a  serious 
danger  to  the  clean  children.  The  following  table  shows  the  extent  to 
which  the  girls’  hair  was  found  to  be  infected  at  the  first  examination.

These  degrees  of  infection  are  expressed  by  various  letters,  F,  B, 
C,  D,  as  above,  and  the  School  Nurses  quite  easily  work  to  these  stand- 
ai'd<.  It  iK'CCssarily  involves  much  more  work  both  in  the  examination 
of  the  hair  and  the  keeping  of  records,  hut  it  is  tlie  only  sure  way  by 
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which  the  Nurses  can  judge  of  improvement  or  otherwise  at  subsequent 
examinations.  The  number  of  home  visits  paid  by  the  Nurses  for 
verminous  conditions  of  the  hair  totalled  2,890,  and  for  verminous  con¬ 
dition  of  the  body  159. 

RE-EXAMINATIONS  OF  THE  HAIR.  Out  of  22,742  girls  re-ex¬ 
amined  only  8,458  were  found  to  be  free  from  nits,  or  in  other  words 
84-7  per  cent,  were  still  verminous.  A  poor  result  for  so  much  time  and 
trouble,  certainly.  There  is,  nevertheless,  a  decided  improvement  in  degree 
of  infection,  which  is  impossible  to  state  in  mere  figures.  Cards  of 
instructions  for  cleaning  the  hair  have  been  issued  as  in  previous  ^^ears 
to  the  number  of  4,908.  Until  a  few  months  ago  one  card  sufficed  for 
all  children  affected,  and  further,  gave  instructions  for  cleansing  the  hair 
in  two  different  ways.  It  was  recently  thought  desirable  to  have  only 
one  method  printed  on  one  card,  and  an  additional  card  for  the  less 
severely  affected  girls.  It  is  too  early  to  speak  of  the  effect  of  this  at 
present.  Final  notices  giving  48  hours  in  which  to  cleanse  the  hair  are 
still  in  use,  and  20  parents  have  been  so  warned,  but  it  has  not  been 
necessary  to  take  legal  proceedings.  The  success  of  this  work  depends 
undoubtedly  on  frequent  examinations  and  many  home  visits,  and  while, 
under  existing  conditions,  it  is  impossible  for  the  Nurses  to  examine  a 
given  school  very  often,  much  might  be  done  by  the  teachers.  Information 
of  the  condition  of  every  girl’s  hair  is  ready  at  hand  but  rarely  used,  and 
the  impression  is  formed  on  both  the  minds  of  the  parents  and  the  child 
that  it  is  only  the  School  Nurse  and  Doctor  who  notice  these  things.  It 
is  true,  complaints  do  reach  this  office,  and  a  few  teachers,  I  believe, 
write  direct  to  the  Nurses;  but  much  more  might  be  done  in  this  direction. 
Actual  cleansing  of  verminous  heads  has  only  been  done  with  the  consent 
of  the  parents,  and  then  has  consisted  chiefly  in  the  judicious  use  of 
scissors. 

The  examinations  of  children  suspected  of  having  body  lice  have 
been  carried  out  as  before,  and  in  most  cases  the  teachers  have  pointed 
out  the  children  they  wish  to  have  examined.  Body  lice  were  present  in 
159  children  out  of  584  examined.  The  homes  of  these  cases  are  always 
visited  immediately,  and  a  report  made  by  the  Nurse  as  to  cleanliness, 
sanitation,  etc.  If  thought  necessary,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for 
the  district  in  which  the  house  is  situated,  and  the  Officer  of  the  N.tS. 
P.C.C.  are  also  notified. 

TEETH.  Nearly  5  years  of  medical  inspection  in  our  elementary 
schools  have  quite  failed  to  place  this  subject  in  the  front  rank  of  those 
requiring  treatment.  Little  or  no  attempt  is  made  to  preserve  the  teeth 
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l)y  eai'ly  stopping,  and  the  parents  of  the  poorer  classes  still  utterly  fail 
to  realise  that  hygiene  of  the  mouth  and  good  teeth  are  of  paramount 
importance  in  regard  to  the  future  health  of  the  child.  x\bscesses  round 
decayed  stumps,  portions  of  decayed  stumps  injuring  the  side  of  the 
cheeks,  large  accumulations  of  tartar  where  one  side  only  of  the  mouth 
is  used  for  mastication  owing  to  the  presence  of  decayed  and  sensitive 
teeth,  are  as  common  as  at  the  commencement  of  the  work.  Many  tem¬ 
porary  teeth  are  sufficiently  loose  to  be  easily  pulled  out  with  the  fingers, 
d’he  possession  of  a  tooth  brush  is  much  more  common  than  formerly, 
but  the  importance  of  its  dailij  use  is  by  no  means  realised.  The  amount 
of  decay  is  understood  when  it  is  stated  that  only  1,264  children  out  of 
13,458  medically  inspectcid  were  found  to  have  all  their  teeth  sound.  The 
percentages  of  boys  and  girls  with  sound  teeth  were  13*6  and  18T  res¬ 
pectively.  One  or  more  carious  teeth  were  found  in  86’4  per  cent,  of  the 
l)oys  and  86*9  of  the  girls.  More  care  has  been  taken  this  year  in 
ari'iving  at  the  above  figures,  and  a  dental  mirror  is  used  on  all  occasions 
for  estimating  the  number  of  carious  teeth.  It  is  more  than  likely,  how¬ 
ever,  that  with  more  expert  examination  the  above  percentages  of  children 
\\ith  carious  teeth  would  be  increased  rather  than  diminished.

I'lie  parents  have  only  been  notified  officially  of  the  necessity  for 
dental  treatment  in  those  cases  where  the  condition  was  seriously  injuring 
the  child,  and  also  where  there  seemed  some  possibility  of  advice  being- 
obtained.  Many  parents  have  been  advised  verbally  that  their  childrens’ 
teeth  require  attention.  Out  of  09  notices  issued  to  parents,  only  21 
sought  the  advice  of  a  dentist;  in  15  cases  teeth  were  extracted,  and  in 
0  decayed  teeth  were  filled.  Welbeck  still  remains  the  only  school 
in  this  county  that  is  regularly  visited  by  a  Dentist,  and  this  is  only 
rendered  possible  by  the  generosity  of  Her  Grace  the  Duchess  of  Portland. 
Arrangements  are,  however,  being  made  to  use  the  funds  of  a  charity  at 
Elston  for  a  like  purpose,  and  it  is  much  to  be  hoped  that  before  long 
the  subject  of  dental  decay  amongst  school  children  will  receive  the 
attention  that  it  deserves. 

DISEASES  OF  THE  NOSE  AND  THROAT.  No  attempt  has  been 
made  to  examine  the  nose  or  throat  in  a  more  detailed  manner  than  in 
previous  years.  Under  existing  circumstances,  indeed,  it  has  been 
impossible.  The  number  of  cases  requiring  treatment  for  diseases  of  the 
nose  only  amounted  to  0*14  per  cent. 

The  proportions  of  children  affected  with  enlarged  tonsils,  adenoids 
and  glands,  are  set  out  in  the  following  table.  There  is  a  considerable 
increase  in  the  prevalence  of  these  conditions,  the  reasons  for  which  it 
is  impossible  to  account.  There  has  certainly  been  no  change  in  the 
standards  adopted.

EY"E  WORK.  The  further  examination  of  children  with  defective 
eyesight  was  actually  commenced  on  February  3rd,  1912.  Two  or  three 
days  a  week  were  allotted,  and  the  Committee  originally  decided  that 
the  examinations  should  be  held  at  the  followdng  centres,  Nottingham 
(the  Shire  Hall),  Eastwood,  Bingham,  Sutton,  Worksop,  Retford  and 
Newark.  Since  then  other  centres  have  been  provided,  especially  Huck- 
nall,  where  a  request  'was  received  from  the  local  managers.  Owing  to 
difficulty  in  obtaining  suitable  accommodation,  a  portable  dark  tent  was 
devised  for  use  in  the  north  of  the  county,  and  centres  were  made  to 
include  a  small  group  of  schools  where  the  children  with  defective  eye¬ 
sight  attended.  This  latter  scheme  of  visiting  the  schools  'where  the 
defective  children  attend,  has  proved  very  successful ;  since  in  some  cases 
it  is  difficult,  if  not  actually  impossible,  for  mothers  to  make  the  journey 
on  foot  or  to  leave  their  homes.  For  instance,  in  the  east  of  the  county, 
Bingham  and  Newark  are  the  only  fixed  centres.  Many  of  the  schools 
are  a  long  way  from  a  railway  station  and  in  some  cases  there  is  not 
even  a  carrier’s  cart  available.  The  larger  Urban  areas  such  as  Sutton, 
Hucknall  and  Worksop,  must  always  be  regarded  as  fixed  centres  ;  but 
for  children  attending  other  schools  it  would  be  better  to  arrange  centres 
where  those  with  defective  sight  hap])en  to  be  during  a  given  year  of 
inspection. 

The  Head  Teachers’  rooms  have  been  selected  for  the  examination 
of  the  eyes  in  most  cases,  with  the  following  exceptions  : — at  Newark, 
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where  the  School  of  Art  is  used ;  at  Sutton,  the  Correspondent’s  Office, 
and  at  Worksop,  two  rooms  at  the  Library.  Suitable  dark  blinds  have 
been  provided  to  cover  the  window  space,  and  gas  brackets  in  Central 
Halls,  etc  ,  have  been  altered  to  illuminate  Snellen’s  test  types.  It  is, 
however,  possible  in  most  of  the  schools  to  darken  some  small  cloak 
room  or  passage  with  brown  paper,  etc.  ;  and  with  the  portable  tent  also, 
which  can  be  erected  in  the  schoolroom  in  a  few  minutes,  very  little 
additional  expense  would  be  entailed  in  actually  visiting  more  of  the 
country  schools  for  this  work.  The  usual  routine  is  as  follows  : — The 
School  Nurse  visits  the  homes  of  all  children  found  with  defective  eve- 
sight  at  the  medical  examination,  and  a  few  other  children  collected 
by  the  Teachers  where  the  Medical  Inspection  is  not  due  for  some  months. 
If  the  parent  is  willing  to  have  the  child  examined,  a  small  collapsible  tube 
of  atropine  ointment  (1  per  cent.)  is  left  at  the  home  with  full  instruc¬ 
tions  how  it  is  to  be  used  and  the  effect  that  it  will  have  on  the  eyes. 
Atropine,  in  the  form  of  ointment,  1  per  cent,  or  drops  1  per  cent., 
has  been  given  to  the  parents  in  all  cases.  Where  this  has  been  insuffi¬ 
ciently  applied  tabloids  of  Homatropine  and  Cocaine  have  been  used. 
The  drops  have  been  supplied  in  small  inexpensive  drop  bottles,  as  used 
in  the  London  Hospitals.  On  the  whole  I  think  the  ointment  more 
satisfactory  for  county  areas.  The  Teachers  are  notified  that,  while  the 
ointment  is  being  used,  all  close  work  at  school  must  be  stopped,  and 
also  for  a  further  period  after  the  examination  until  the  eyes  become 
normal  again. 

The  Nurse  makes  all  the  preliminary  arrangements  for  the  children 
to  attend  at  a  given  centre  with  their  parents  If  glasses  are  required,  the 
parents  are  notified  of  the  cost.  A  few  pay  the  amount  at  the  time  of 
the  inspection,  and  a  receipt  is  given.  A  form  is  then  sent  to  the  Head 
Teachers  of  the  schools  where  the  children  attend,  giving  the  name, 
address,  amount  due,  etc.,  vide  appendix.  Post  cards  are  also  forwarded 
at  the  same  time  to  enable  the  Teachers  to  notify  this  office  that  pay 
ment  for  glasses  has  been  made.  On  receipt  of  these  post  cards,  the 
Opticians  are  requested  to  put  the  glasses  in  band.  Prescription  forms 
are  made  out  at  the  time  of  the  examination  and  are  forwarded  imme¬ 
diately  to  the  Opticians,  who  arrange  to  visit  the  centres  or  schools  to 
measure  the  children  for  the  glasses.  The  arrangements  for  measuring 
are  made  through  this  department,  and  where  possible  the  Head  Teachers 
are  requested  to  send  the  children  to  the  centre  In  other  cases  the 
Optician  visits  the  schools  where  the  children  attend.  Under  no  circum¬ 
stances  are  payments  made  by  the  parents  direct  to  the  Optician,  except 


tiloy  prt'fcr  to  pureliuso  hotter  traiiios.  in  tlu'so  cases  the  ])arL'i]t  ]:)ays 
tlu'  usual  contract  price'  to  tliis  oltice  and  a  further  sum  to  the  ()})ticians. 
About  "AO  parents  ha\'e  ])ui‘chased  better  frames.  'The  Opticians  forward 
all  p-lasses  to  this  oltice  ^^■here  they  are  carefully  checked.  Only  two 
mistakes  A\ere  djscovei'ed  during  tlie  year,  in  one  of  Avhich  the  spectacles 
had  been  placed  in  tlu'  wi'ong  box.  They  are  then  either  posted  to  tbe 
school  or  delivered  by  tbe  Nurses,  tldie  glasses  bave  tbrougiiout,  been 
well  and  strongly  made,  and  have,  as  far  as  I  can  judge,  given  universal 
satisfaction.  i\iore  recently,  nickelled  steel  frames  have  been  used  entirely, 
as  it  was  found  that  the  straw  finished  frames  quickly  rusted.  Some  of 
the  glasses  1  have  examined  after  nine  months  were  as  good  as  when 
first  purchased. 

The  tender  of  Messrs,  biowley  N'  Co.,  as  below,  was  accepted  by  the 
bhlucation  Committee  :  —

Thev  further  guaranteed  to  measure  each  child.  Tbe  difficulties  of 
carrying  out  the  latter  have  been  very  great,  have  involved  much  corres¬ 
pondence,  and  many  long  journeys,  but  the  value  of  such  work  is  undoubted, 
and  1  am  not  aware  of  any  other  Count}^  xAuthority  that  has  the  services 
of  a  highly  skilled  Optician  to  undertake  the  measuring  of  every  child. 
The  fitting,  especially  the  bridge,  has  been  excellent.  The  measurements 
taken  have  included  : —

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of  the  children  supplied  with  glasses ;  hut  it  has  been  abundantly  shown 
that  when  repairs  have  been  executed  locally,  the  whole  fitting  of  the 
glasses  has,  in  many  cases,  been  quite  altered.  Lenses  have  been  placed 
inside  out,  position  of  bridge  altered,  and  sides  from  half  an  inch  to  one 
inch  too  long  substituted.  The  prices  for  repairs  submitted  by  Messrs. 
Rowley  &  Co.  are  certainly  not  more  than  those  charged  locally,  and  it 
is  hoped  that  under  all  these  circumstances  teachers  will  do  their  utmost 
to  persuade  parents  to  send  their  repairs  to  the  Shire  Hall,  when  the 
cost  will  be  ascertained  and  the  amounts  collected  as  in  the  case  of  new 
glasses.  The  Opticians  have  further  undertaken  the  huge  task  of  adjusting 
frames  already  supplied,  and  from  the  little  I  have  seen  of  this  work,  although 
the  frames  are  particularly  rigid,  slight  adjustments  have  been  necessary 
in  most  cases  after  a  few  months’  wear.  In  cylinder  cases  correct  fitting 
IS  essential.  Arrangements  are  usually  made  for  the  Optician  to  examine 
children  Avearing  glasses  Avhen  he  goes  to  a  centre  for  the  purpose  of 
measuring  fresh  children.  As  previously  stated,  the  number  of  re-exam¬ 
inations  for  defective  sight  have  necessarily  been  small,  and  have  been 
chielly  confined  to  short  sighted  children  (myopes),  and  a  feAV  of  those 
Avith  squint.  SeA’eral  children  Avith  high  myopia  in  one  or  both  eyes 
have  been  excluded  from  school  altogether,  Avhile  special  arrangements 
have  been  made  in  the  school  Avork  for  others.  These  numbers  are,  of 
course,  increasing.  The  necessity  for  these  arrangements  is  undoubted, 
but  it  is  too  early  to  speak  of  their  effect  at  present.  It  is  important  to 
bear  in  mind  that  the  provision  of  spectacles  is  not,  of  itself,  a  sufficient 
remedy  for  defects  of  vision.  School  lighting  (sadly  deficient  in  some 
cases),  size  and  character  of  the  print  of  school  books  {vide  report  of 
British  Association,  AAdiich  should  be  in  the  hands  of  every  Head  Teacher), 
conditions  of  health  and  home  must  all  be  considered ;  and  the  Teachers 
should  realise  that  all  children  AAnai  ing  glasses  must  be  placed  under  the 
most  advantageous  conditions  for  all  AVork  in  the  schools.  Many  letters 
on  this  subject  have  been  Avritten  Avith  reference  to  the  children  Avho  are 
more  seriously  handicapped,  and  in  the  case  of  squints,  exercise  of  the 
deviating  eye  by  covering  the  good  or  fixing  eye  has  been  carried  out  to 
some  extent.  I  haA’e  not  had  sufficient  time  to  re-examine  these  children 
at  present.  Three  days  a  Aveek  have  been  entirely  given  to  special  eye 
AAm'k  since  the  end  of  April,  1912,  and  although  the  large  amount  of 
arrears  of  previous  years  has  been  Avorked  off,  it  is  abundantly  clear  that 
certainly  not  less,  and  m  all  probability  more,  than  this  time  Avill  haA^e 
to  be  allotted  in  future  years.  The  practice  has  been  to  measure  all 
children  for  Avhom  glasses  are  ordered  as  soon  after  the  oculist’s  examina¬ 
tion  as  possible.  Out  of  681  measured  only  15  per  cent,  have  failed  to 
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obtain  the  necessary  spectacles.  On  the  whole  the  scheme  has  worked 
well,  and  has  been  much  appreciated  by  the  majority  of  parents.  The 
proportion  of  oly'ections  to  the  num1)er  examined  has  been  very  small, 
and  it  is  in  this  direction  that  the  Care  Committees  should  turn  their 
attention.  The  Arnold  Committee  instituted  proceedings  against  a  parent 
who  had  persistently  I'efused  to  obtain  advice,  and  after  a  much  delayed 
examination  at  the  Shire  Hall  had  failed  to  obtain  the  glasees.  The  case 
was  successful. 

The  Care  Committees  have  been  notified  also  of  the  names  of  children 
for  whom  glasses  have  been  ordered,  and  whose  parents  have  failed  to 
provide  them.  In  very  few  cases  has  jioverty  been  the  cause  of  this  failure, 
and  it  is  important  that  the  local  Committees  should  bear  this  in  mind. 

No  fund  has  been  ])rovided  by  the  Education  Committee  for  defraying 
the  cost  of  glasses  for  the  children,  luit  the  Opticians  have  a  collecting 
box  at  their  business  premises  for  “  supplying  spectacles  for  necessitous 
school  children.”  The  proceeds  from  this  box  have  amounted  to  lbs.  5d., 
and  10  children  have  been  assisted. 

The  various  Care  Committees  have  also  paid  for  a  proportion  of  the 
glasses  supplied,  of  which  no  record  has  been  kept. 

A  small  portable  electric  lamp  of  8  C.P.  carried  on  a  steel  head- 
baiid  and  supplied  by  Miller  &  Co.,  of  Edinburgh,  has  been  used,  except 
at  the  Shire  Hall  and  Worksop,  where  electric  brackets  are  available. 
The  electric  head  lamp  in  use  witli  a  4  volt  accumulator  has  proved  a 
gi‘eat  success.

OTORRHCEA.  The  prevalence  of  this  troublesome  complaint 
remains  much  the  same,  affecting  8*9  per  cent,  of  the  boys  and  3'8  per 
cent,  of  the  girls.  Instruction  in  the  daily  use  of  a  syringe  in  these 
cases  has  been  given  by  the  School  Nurses.  Quite  an  appreciable  number 
yield  to  this  treatment,  and  some  of  the  worst  cases  are  dealt  with  by 
operative  measures  at  the  hospitals.  A  special  effort  has  been  made  from 
the  commencement  of  medical  inspection  to  impress  the  parents  with  the 
real  necessity  for  persistent  treatment  of  this  condition,  and  the  beneficial 
results  are  becoming  evident.  The  proportion  of  children  with  defective 
speech,  stammering,  and  stuttering,  amounted  to  2-5  per  cent,  in  the  boys, 
and  1*8  per  cent,  in  the  girls. 
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The  teachers  have  aga.n  gauged  the  mental  condition.  Dull  boys 
have  been  examined  to  the  extent  of  7*5  per  cent.,  and  girls,  4-8  per 
cent.,  a  slight  decrease  among  the  girls. 

Mentally  deficient  and  feeble  minded  children  amounted  to  0-89  per 
cent,  of  boys,  and  0*77  per  cent,  of  girls  examined.  The  same  procedure 
has  been  adopted  as  in  previous  years,  viz.,  to  allow  them  to  attend  unless 
they  cause  serious  disturbance  in  the  school  routine.  The  exclusion  of 
these  children  under  Article  58  (b)  3  of  the  Code  numbered  6. 

HEART  DISEASE.  Nine  boys  and  19  girls  were  found  with  con¬ 
genital  heart  disease.  Acquired  valvular  disease  was  discovered  in  38  boys 
(24  in  1911)  and  39  girls  (56  in  1911.)  Special  instructions  to  the 
teachers  are  always  given  in  respect  of  these  children,  and  since  they  are 
invariably  “on  the  delicate  list”  they  are  examined  every  year. 

Another  year’s  work  has  proved  the  correctness  of  the  statements  in 
previous  reports  that  tuberculosis  of  the  lungs,  in  a  form  that  can  be 
diagnosed,  among  children  actually  attending  school  is  a  rare  condition 
in  this  county.  Only  four  cases  were  discovered  during  the  year.  Exam¬ 
ination  of  both  sides  of  the  chest  has  been  carefully  made  in  all  suspicious 
cases.  Tuberculosis  of  other  parts  (excluding  pulmonary  tuberculosis) 
amounted  to  *19  per  cent,  among  the  boys  and  *18  per  cent,  among 
the  girls.  The  prevalence  of  bronchitis  among  school  children  remains 
much  the  same,  1*62  per  cent,  of  boys  and  1-15  per  cent. of  girls  examined. 

DISEASES  OF  NERVOUS  SYSTEM.  Three  girls  and  one  boy 
were  found  to  have  St.  Vitus’s  Dance.  Epileptic  fits  occurred  in  three 
girls  and  one  boy.  Infantile  paralysis  was  noted  in  18  boys  and  18  girls.

The  above  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  found  among  children 
examined  by  the  i\redical  Inspector,  but  in  addition,  952  cases  have  been 
diagnosed  by  the  School  Nurses  as  ringworm,  and  they  have  visited  156 
homes  of  children  so  affected. 

The  ringworm  cases  have  been  allowed,  as  in  previous  years,  to 
attend  school  provided  they  wear  a  cap  and  have  suitable  ointment 
applied  to  the  affected  part. 
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REPORT  UPON  THE 

MEDICAL  EXAMINATION  OF  PUPIL  TEACHERS, 

INTENDING  TEACHERS,  &c.. 

By  Miss  ROSE  HUDSON,  M.B.,  D.P.H 


All  DOW  pupil  teachers,  bursars,  intending  bursars,  and  pupil  teacher 
candidate  scholarship  holders,  have  been  examined  in  this  county  for  the 
last  seven  years. 

The  examination  is  thorough,  and  with  the  help  of  a  nurse,  takes, 
on  an  average,  17  minutes  for  each  candidate.  It  includes  a  record  of 
the  height  and  weight,  and  of  the  chest  measurement  in  the  case  of  the 
boys,  as  well  as  an  examination  of  the  heart,  lungs,  sight,  hearing,  throat, 
teeth,  hair  and  urine,  in  addition  to  general  constitutional  conditions.  It 
also  entails  repeated  re-examination  of  a  considerable  number  of  the 
candidates,  until  all  serious  remediable  defects  have  been  satisfactoril}- 
treated.  The  centres  at  which  these  examinations  are  held,  are  Notting¬ 
ham,  Hucknall,  Retford,  and  Newark. 

During  1911,  181  candidates  were  examined — 186  girls  and  45  boys. 
This  number  inculuded  84  girls  and  18  boys,  who  were  examined  this 
year  for  the  second  time. 

The  candidates  were  divided  as  usual  into  three  classes.  A,  D,  and  C'. 

Class  A  included  all  those  candidates  who  had  no  serious  defect,  and 
these  were  passed  without  further  comment. 

Class  B  included  all  those  candidates  wiio  had  one  or  more  defects, 
and  these  candidates  wore  only  passed  when  the  defect  or  defects  bad 
been  satisfactorily  treated. 

Class  C  included  all  those  candidates  who  had  such  serious  defects 
as  to  necessitate  rejection,  and  also  all  those  candidates  who  had  not 
been  vaccinated.

Tliirtv-tlirec  of  t1ie  candidates  placed  in  Class  C  Avere  so  placed 
oAvin<r  to  non- vaccination,  and  as  they  Avere  all  snbsecpiently  Aaccinated,

The  tAvo  candidates  remaining  in  Class  C  A\^ere  rejected,  one  on 
account  of  progressive  myopia,  and  the  other  on  account  of  a  large 
number  of  defects,  including  lateral  curvature,  ainemia  and  defectiAm  vision. 

The  general  physical  condition  of  the  candidates,  taken  on  the  Avhole, 
Avas  good,  and  there  AAXU’e  a  nuniher  of  candidates  of  particularly  good 
physiipie  this  y(.aii‘.  On  the  other  hand,  as  the  choice  of  candidates  is 
limited,  it  is  still  necessary  to  accept  some  candidates  of  someA\diat  poor- 
physique. 

The  candidates  are  not  seen  at  their  best,  as  most  of  theirr  have  been 
Avorking  very  hai'd  for  scholarship  exairrinations  just  before  the  medical 
exarninatioir.  Tavo  of  the  carrdidates  liad  been  medically  inspected  a 
month  previously  at  school,  and  in  Iroth  cases  they  had  lost  AA^eight.  A 
table  of  the  average  height  and  AA-eight  of  the  candidates  examined  at  the 
different  ages,  together  Avith  the  standard  height  and  Aveight  at  the  same 
age,  is  given  beloAv : —

These  figures  are  very  satisfactory,  the  height  in  l)oth  the  girls  and 
the  boys  averages  well  above  the  standard  in  every  age  group. 

The  weights  are  not  quite  so  good,  the  elder  girls  being  below  the 
average  weight,  but  the  rest  of  the  girls  and  the  majority  of  the  boys 
are  above  the  average.  The  lower  average  weight  in  the  elder  girls  points 
to  a  certain  amount  of  strain,  and  this  is  not  surprising,  as  the  majority 
of  the  candidates  are  inclined  to  sacrifice  their  health  to  theii  work :  they  sit 
up  late  at  night  studying,  and  allow  too  little  time  for  recreation  and 
out-door  exercise.

CLEANLINESS. 

The  general  cleanliness  of  the  candidates  shows 

O 

a  steady  improvement  each  year,  but  the  condition  of  the  hair  in  the 
girls  is  still  very  unsatisfactory.  Forty  girls,  or  29-4  per  cent.,  had  nits 
in  their  hair,  and  four  of  these  were  girls  who  were  examined  this  year 
for  a  second  time,  and  one,  a  girl  of  17,  had  to  be  examined  on  eight 
separate  occasions  before  all  the  nits  were  removed. 


As  pediculosis  is  unfortunately  still  so  prevalent  in  the  schools,  it  is 
not  surprising  to  find  a  few  nits  in  the  hair  on  the  first  examination, 
most  of  the  candidates  being  unaware  of  their  existence  :  but  it  certainly

shows  a  want  of  self-respect  in  a  candidate  to  come  up  time  after  time 

foi’  I'e-examination  with  nits  still  present  in  the  hair.  It  is  very  necessary 

to  im})ress  n])on  the  candidates  the  importance  of  the  hair  being  absolutely 

free  from  all  trace  of  vermin,  as  most  of  them  will  ultimately  become 

teachers,  so  no  candidate  is  passed  until  the  hair  is  quite  free  from  nics. 

The  percentage  of  girls  with  nits  in  the  hair,  until  this  year,  had  shown 

a  steady  improvement,  dropping  from  44-4  per  cent,  in  1908  to  18*2  per 

cent,  in  1911.  It  is  very  disappointing  to  find  that  the  percentage  has 

risen  again  this  year  to  29'4  per  cent.,  but  it  is  probably  accounted  for  by  the 

fact  that  there  was  a  larger  proportion  of  younger  girls  examined  this 

year.  The  hair  of  all  the  scholars  attending  the  Nottingham,  ITucknall, 

and  Uetford  centres  was  examined  bv  one  of  the  School  Nurses  on  the 

1/ 

opening  of  the  centres  after  the  summer  holidays.  There  were  eight 
scholais  with  nits  in  the  hair  at  the  Nottingham  centre,  four  at  Retford, 
and  one  at  Ilucknall. 


ThiRTll.  The  care  of  the  teeth  is  still  neglected  to  a  veiy  large 
extent.  Only  18-25  per  cent,  of  the  candidates  brushed  their  teeth  regu¬ 
larly  night  and  morning,  while  19’88  per  cent,  brushed  their  teeth  only 
occasionally.  The  remainder  brushed  their  teeth  regularly  once  a  day. 
Fifteen  girls  and  six  boys,  or  IFG  per  cent,  of  tlu!  candidates  had  all  their 
teeth  sound,  88-89  per  cent,  had  one  or  more  diicayed  teeth,  each  candidate 
having  on  an  average  4-18  decayed  teeth.  It  was  encouraging  to  find  that 
a  larger  percentage  of  the  candidates  this  year  had  some  of  their  decayed 
teeth  stopped,  viz.,  20-99  per  cent,  compared  to  15-88  per  cent,  last  year; 
but  only  nine  candidates  had  all  their  saveable  teeth  stopped. 


It  is  not  yet  realised  that  decay  can  be  arrested  and  a  tooth  per¬ 
manently  saved  if  it  is  stopped  before  the  decay  has  gone  too  far;  also  the 
[)i-eservation  of  the  teeth  is  evidently  not  considered  important  enough  to 
warrant  any  expenditure  on  them.  Only  three  of  the  candidates  were  in 
the  habit  of  having  their  teeth  examined  regularly  by  a  dentist. 

VISION.  The  vision  is  tested  by  Snellen’s  types,  and  if  found 
defective,  the  candidate  is  referred  to  an  ophthalmic  sui-geon  for  further 
examination  and  treatment. 

Twenty-six  girls  and  six  boys  had  defective  vision  ;  12  girls  and  two 
boys  had  already  biien  examined  and  treated.  1^’ourteen  girls  and  four 
boys  were  referi-ed  to  an  ophthalmic  surgeon.  Of  these,  six  were  cases  of 
myopia,  six  of  astigmatism,  two  of  S({iiint  and  amblyopia  in  one  eye, 
two  of  hypermetropia  and  astigmatism,  one  of  myopia  and  astigmatism, 


and  one  of  hypennetropia.  Glasses  were  prescribed  in  all  cases  exce[)t 
two,  in  which  they  were  not  considered  necessary.  The  numbei’  of  can¬ 
didates  with  defective  vision  was  large  this  year,  but  about  half  the 
number  had  been  examined  and  treated.  The  number  of  cases  of  untreated 
defects  of  vision  should  diminish  each  vear  with  the  continuation  of 

V 

medical  inspection  and  treatment  of  errors  of  refraction  in  the  elementary 
schools.  However,  there  will  probably  always  be  a  certain  number  of 
cases  of  myopia  which  Avill  not  be  detected  until  this  examination,  as 
myopia  is  a  condition  which  frequently  shoAvs  itself  first  from  the  ages 
of  12  to  lo.  It  is  a  serious  condition,  especially  if  untreated,  as  it  tends 
to  increase  during  adolescence,  and  a  high  degree  almost  invariably  leads 
to  disease  of  the  eye. 

TONSILS  ANT)  ADENOIDS.  Forty-four  girls  and  M  boys  had 
enlarged  tonsils,  but  in  20  girls  and  9  boys  the  enlargement  Avas  only 
Awy  slight.  One  girl  had  adenoids  and  one  boy  had  enlarged  tonsils  and 
adenoids. 


Removal  of  the  tonsils  and  of  the  adenoids  aauxs  recommended  in  all 
cases  except  in  those  Avith  \’ery  slight  enlargement  of  the  tonsils.  Eight 
girls  and  four  boys  had  already  had  their  tonsils  remoA’ed,  and  nine  girls 
and  three  boys  Avere  noted  as  mouth-breathers. 


ALBUMINURIA.  Eighteen  girls  and  six  boys  had  albuminuria.  The 
presence  of  albumin  in  the  urine  may  occur  under  many  circumstances 
Avithout  the  existence  of  serious  organic  change  in  the  kidneys,  but  it  is 
very  rarely  met  Avith  in  a  person  Avho  is  in  every  respect  in  sound  and 
vigorous  health. 


LATERAL  CURVATURE  OF  THE  8PINE.  Tavo  girls  had  Avell 
marked  lateral  cuiwature  of  the  si)ine.  One  Avas  already  under  treatment 
for  the  condition,  and  tlie  othei*  AAas  one  of  the  candidates  Avho  Avas 
rejected.  Although  a  large  number  of  the  candidates  held  themselves 
very  badly,  only  seven  girls  and  tAvo  boys  had  any  actual  spinal  curvature, 
and  Avith  the  exception  of  the  tAVO  cases  mentioned  above,  the  curvature  Avas 
exceedingly  slight  in  each  case.  The  treatment  of  cases  of  lateral  spinal 
curvature  consists  principally  in  improving  the  muscular  deA'elopment  of 
the  patient  by  means  of  suitable  exercises,  so  that  these  candidates 
should  all  benefit  by  the  increased  attention  that  is  given  to  physical 
exercises  during  their  training.
